| Alberta Beef for Belgium \ 


Large Contracts Have Been Placed 
By the Belgian Government 


The fact that the war-stricken 
countries of Europe are looking more 
and more to Western Canada for the 
replenishment of their depleted 
stocks of foodstuffs and livestock is 
evidenced by the numerous large con- 
tracts that have been placed by the 
Belgium government with this prov- 
ince.
